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THE FIRST SHOT 


That Is the Charge Made by 
the Venezuelan War 
Minister, 


Caracas, January %2%.—The Associated 
Press correspondent has been making in- 
quiries with a view to ascertaining 
whether the German gunboat Panther or 
Fort San Carlos fired the first shot. 

The foreign minister said: 

‘The Panther on January 17 attacked 
the fort first without provocation. The 
gunboat approached the fort and fired on 
it. We can guarantee that the attack 
was premeditated and planned in Berlin. 
The proof of this assertion is a letter 
We received on the morging of January 
16 from Cuaracao and which President 
Castro retains in his possession, notify- 
ing us that San Carlos would be attacked 
between January 16 and 18, that is to 
say, before the arrival of United States 
Minister Bowen at Washington. Another 
proof that the attack was premeditated 
was the circumstance that General Bello, 
who is in command of the fortress, re- 
ceived no notification as to the object of 
the Panther in approaching the fortress 
similar to the written ultimatum that the 
Germans transmitted through the United 
States consul] to the Venezuelan. repre- 
sentative at Puerto Cabello when Fort 
Libertador was shelled.” 

The letter referred to above has been 
communicated to certain legations. The 
correspondent also saw Dr. Torres Car- 
denas, President Castro’s secretary. 


Charge Matte™Apgainst the “Panther. 

Dr. Cardenas was at first unwilling to 
discuss the matter, but afterwards said: 

“The Panther attacked first. We have 
proof of it. Gérmany may try to explain 
her conduct by asserting that the fort 
fired on the vessels first, but we deny it. 
It was not the fortress, which is im- 
movable, that called on the Germans. No, 
it was the Panther, which was enforcing 
the blockade outside the bar 6 miles from 
the fortress which one morning came and 
attacked the fortress. Why should we 
attack? Have we tried, since December 
9, to trouble the Germans, English or 
Italians, notwithstanding their aggressive 
policy? Our role was finished a fort 
night ago. Mr. Bowen, the United States 
minister, represents our interests and we 
were patiently and silently awaiting the 
result of his mission when this sad event 
occurred. Compare the conduct of Eng 
land and Italy with Germany’s system 
of enforcing the blockade. You will see 
that the latter alone has interest in creat- 
ing trouble.’’ 


‘“‘Germany Fired First.” 
The Venezuelan war minister said: 
“The report that we fired first on the 
Panther is stupid. Venezuela, being 
aware that the guns of the fortress were 
inferior and of shorter range than the 


German guns, had learned by the experi- 


ence of the shelling of Puerto Cabello that 
if any one suffered it would be the fort- 
ress.”’ 


Why Venezuelans Fired First. 
Maracaibo, January 2.—The United 
States legation has been conducting an 
investigation here for the past six days, 
but the point as to whether the Panther 
or Fort San Carlos fired the first shot 


Fy nas not yet been elucidated. A reliable 


person says: 

“The foreign element who are in close 
touch with the civil authorities know that 
Fort San Carlos had received orders 
from Caracas that in case the Panther 
attempted to cross the bar and pass be- 
fore the fortress the latter was to fire on 
the German vessel, first with powder, to 
eall attention. When, on January 17, the 
Panther entered the narrow channel in- 
side the bar, 4 miles from the fortress, 
heading for the interior of the lake, the 
fortress fired a round of blank shot. Then 
seeing after the third blank the intention 
af the Panther was to pass up the chan- 
nel and force a passage past the fortress, 
to gain Lake Maracaibo and capture the 
Venezuelan gunboat Miranda, the fortress 
fired with shell and instantly the Panther, 
at 1,300 yards’ range, answered with 


twelve guns, followed by hundreds of. 


shots. It is reported also that the Panther 
carried a red flag as a signal, but, as the 
fortress possessed no signal code and 
could not interpret the red flag as a 
peace symbol, white being the color of 
a parliamentary flag, it regarded the ac- 
tion of the Panther as a premeditated ag-

of territory which is at the present time 
The 
proceeds to say that Brazil 
has always given a liberal interpretation 
to the treaty of 1867 seeking to favor 
Bolivia by procuring her facilities of 
communication on 
Paraguay. But, Bolivia having alienat- 
ed to a foreign syndicate the rights con- 
ceded to her in the Acre territory, Brazil 
will now sustain the strict interpreta- 
tion of the treaty. 

After recounting the various proposals 
which have been made to adjust the dis- 
pute, the statement concludes: 

“Bolivia having rejected all these pro- 
posals and Président’ Pande having de- 
cided to move against the Brazilian sub- 
jects in Acre, the president of Brazil has 
decided to eoncentrate troops in the ad- 
joining states of Matto Grosso and Ama- 
zonas.”’ 


IN BEHALF OF COLONEL LYNCH. 


Meeting of Representatives of Irish 
Societies. 

New York, January 25.—A conference 2f 
representatives of Irish societies was held 
here tonight to consider the question of 
taking concerted action in behalf of Col- 
onel Lynch, recently sentenced to death 
in England for treason. About fifty dele- 
gates were present when. President B. J. 
Kennedy, of theUnited Irish League, 
called the meeting to order. 

Thomas H. Romayne, addressing the 
meeting, said: 

“Tl advocate a policy of silence, so far 
as the American-Irish in this country are 
concerned, and I think it best to await 
instructions from Ireland, and especially 
from Australia, where Colone] Lynch was 
born. I understand a telegram was re- 
ceived in this city today from an Aus- 
tralian gentleman saying steps had been 
taken there to invoke the clemency of the 
king in Colonel Lynch's behalf.’ 

Mr. Romayne moved the appointment of 
a committee of nine to act on the bring: 
ing together the representatives of the 
societies in a uniform action and to act 
as a genera! committee for the Irishmen 
of the city in behalf of Mr. Lynch. The 
committee was organized and it was ue- 
cided to call a general conference this 
week. 

At a large meeting of the delegates of 
the United Irish-American societies of 
New York, presided over by Danie] F. 
Colahan tonight, resolutions were adopted 
denouncing the trial and death sentence 
of Colonel Arthur Lynch as a travesty on 
justice.

Mexico City, January 25.—During the 
first four months of the current fis- 
cal year the exports from this country to 
the United States amounted to $40,302,373, 
against $28,516,262 in the corresponding 
months of the previous fiscal year. Tha 
imports rose correspondingly, the amount 
of American merchandise brought in the 
first four months of this fiscal year 
showing a gain of nearly $3,000,000 gold 
value.

Some of the Opponents Say They 
Would Cause Extra Session of 
Congress Rather Than Vote 
for the Bill—Before Con- 
gress This Week.

continuation of the contest over the 
statehood bill. The lines are now more 
closely drawn than they ever have been 
on this bill. They are, indeed, so taut 
that all onlookers realize that they are 
apt to break for awhile. But few un- 
prejudiced persons would undertake to 
say positively on which side the dis- 
aster must befall. The advocates of 
statehood were much encouraged by the 
vote of last week, and, contending that 
it has been demonstrated that there is 
a majority of the senate favorable to the 
bill, they declare that it is preposterous 
to ask them to yield, while the oppos!l- 
tion urge that the vote was not a test 
at all and no real indication of the atti- 
tude of the senate. They say that the 
bill is standing in the way of other leg- 
islation and contend that it must get out 
of the road and remain out when the 
apprapriation bills begir to press to the 
front, as they will do soon. It is pro?- 
able, however, that with some excep- 
tional times the bill will hold its place 
in the front ranks during the week 

It is the intention, however, to use the 
appropriation bills to delay the state- 
hood bill only in case there should be 
an effort to hold night sessions in order 
to secure action on the statehood bill. 
Senator Quay has more than once indl- 
cated his intention of asking the sen- 
ate to “sit continuously,” which means 
that he is contemplating night sessions. 
The general understanding among the 
friends of the measure is that the pro- 
longed session test will come early in the 
week, possibly about Tuesday night, but 
the Pennsylvania senator so far has 
failed to make authoritative announce- 
ment on that point. Senator Quay now 
asserts his intention to press the . bill 
more strenously than in the past, and 
the opposition is just as pronounced in 
its declaration of intention to resist its 
passagé. They say that the Dill can- 
not pass, and some of them announces 
that they wouitd take the responsibility 
for an extra session of congress than 
have the statehood bill become a law. 
Several senators: who antagonized the 
bill are prepared, if necessary, to intro- 
duce extraneous matter for the purpose 
of preventing a vote. For instance, one 
of them has on his desk the’ considera- 
ation of the Wilson-German tariff bili, 
which he threatens to read, and another 
has at hand a voluminous history of 
New Mexico. 

If night sessions are attempted the op- 
ponents. ef the. bill will resort, to the 
usua! methods to kill time. On the other 
hand, it is intimated that thé supporters 
of the bill will take a bold stand against 
allowing any other business to proceed 
until a vote shall be secured on the 
statehood bill. 

Diplomatic Bill Today. 

The work of the week will begin with 
the taking up of the diplomatic appro- 
priation bill tomorrow. This measure is 
in charge of Senator Hale, and he will 
attempt to put it through with his usual 
dispatch. As the bill stands it is not 
calculated to provoke much debate, but 
there is a probability that there will be 
an effort to attach to it Senator Lodge's 
consular reform bill as an amendment. 
If this effort should be made considera- 
ble discussion is probable. 

There are several special orders_for the 
week. The exercises in memory of the 
late Senator McMillan, of Michigan, will 
take a day and some time will be de- 
voted Saturday to exercises connected 
with the acceptance of the statues of 
Charles Carroll and Charles Hanson, of 
Maryland, for places in statuary hall, 

Senator Cullom will make an _ effort, 
whenever the opportunity offers, to se- 
cure consideration of the Cuban treaty, 
and he said today that he would again 
move, if necessary, to have the senate 
go into executive session during the 
week for the purpose of taking up the 
treaty. Senator Cullom = also has in 
charge the Panama canal treaty and ex- 
presses a désire to secure early consid- 
eration of it, but as several members of 
the committee on foreign relations, be- 
fore which the treaty is pending, find it 
necessary to be out of the city during 
the week, it does not now seem probable 
that the canal treaty will be reported 
out of committee during the week. 

Fowler’s Currency Bill.

The total production of pig iron in 1902 
was 17,821,307 gross tons, against 15,878,354 
tons in 1991, 13,789,242 tons in 1900. In 1901 
this country made more pig iron than 
Great Britain and Germany combined, 
and in 192 we made more than these two 
countries and Belgium combined. The 
five largest producing states were: 

Pennsylvania, 8,117,800 tons; Ohio, 3,631,- 
$88; Illinois, 1,730,220; Alabama, 1,473,211; 
Virginia, 537,216.

Your people in the south 
understand how much heavier is the de- 
mand for actual currency during cer- 
tain periods of the year owing to the 
marketing of the cotton crop. There is

be withdrawn ffom' the channels of 
trade and used in building up an adequate 
reserve from constantly increasing de- 
posits. | 

An Unfortunate Situation. 

“When we recall,’’ he continues, ‘the 
fact that the United States treasury Is 
bound, from the unfortunate situation 
in which we have placed ourselves, to 
furnish gold to all the world free, as it 
were, because it cannot interpose a pro- 
or bar without repudiation, as it 
might do in the form of an increased 
rate of interest were it a money lender, 
every thoughtful man must realize that 
the situation is tndeed appalling and at 
no distant day will bring its overwhelm- 
ing disaster. 

“The real question ts whether we have 
sufficient currency to do our work at all 
times of the year and of such a kind 
as will expand and contract, always 
adjusting itself to. our varying needs 
and protecting us against currency pan- 
ics which ought not to occur anywhere 
or at any time. We have, however, cur- 
rency panics every fall. This fact must 
have convinced every impartial observer 
that there is something wrong with our 
practice or scheme.- 

“Tt is desirable that the 
the country as a whole shall be respon- 
sive to the demands of trade, always 
coordinating itself with the particular 
amount of work to be done by it, It 
would we physically impossible to obtain 
one hundred and fifty million dollars 
of gold, the approximate amount of 
additional currency we need every fall 
to move our crops. Great Britain is 
able to rely upon gold for its currency 
because she has no such variable de- 
mand. The time has come when every 
one realizes that the United States goy-

Mr. Fowler's bill provides that any national bank may, with the approval 
of the comptroller of the. currency, take out for issue and circulation an 
amount of national bank notes not exceeding 256 per cent of its paid up and 
unimpaired capital, witaout dpositing United States bonds with the treasury - 
in the manner provided by the existing law.
